Many years late Missouri finally 
got around to setting up a veteri­ 
nary school. This year the new 
school turned out thirty veteri­ 
narians in its second graduating 
class. Twenty-five of the gradu­ 
ates have announced plans to prac­ 
tice in Missouri. A ll but two or 
three are going into definitely 
rural communities. 
This movement of young veteri­ 
narians into areas where they are 
needed will continue and increase 
through the years. The state is 
making an honest and proper ef­ 
fort to help the farmer protect 
the lives of his pigs and cattle. 
So far the state has not made 
a similar effort to protect the lives 
of the farmer’s children. A bright 
rural Missouri boy now has a good 
chance to study veterinary medi­ 
cine. He has only scant opportunity 
to study medicine for the treat­ 
ment of human beings. A Missouri 
state medical school is still in the 
talk stage the same as twenty or 
thirty years ago. 
For years the college of agri­ 
culture received letters from des­ 
perate 
farmers

treat a sick cow, horse or pigs. In 
all except obvious cases the college 
could only advise calling a v e te ri­ 
narian. And many times the de­

When a member of the family is 
ill the farmer doesn’t write for 
mail instructions on cure. He tries 
to get a doctor even though he has 
to telephone an overworked and 
busy doctor twenty or thirty miles 
away..
